Approves China Treaties. 

In today’s session the conference 
approved treaties on Chinese tariff and 
international policy toward China, a 
supplemental treaty excluding the 
mainiand of Japan from the quadruple 
Pacific treaty previously approved, a

‘commission to revise the rules of war 
fare, and received declarations from 
Japan respecting modifications of the 
“twenty-one demands” on China, her 


{Intention to withdraw from Siberia 


and Sakhalin, and to respect terri- 
torial integrity and the “open door”

resignation was accepted by Gov. Len 
Small, who immediately announced the 
appointment of Col. Carlos E. Black,

While Gen. Dickson's resignation | 


came somewhat as a surprise at this 
time, it was rumored in Springfield as 
far back as last August that pressure 
was being brought within the Small 
camp to oust him. It was at that time 
when Gov. Small was being advised 
by his political friends to call out the 
militia to prevent his arrest on em- 
bezzlement and conspiracy indict- 
ments, that the governor summoned 
Col. Black to Springfield and appointed 
him military aid with the rank of 
colonel: 
Sanborn Removal Recalled. 

The passing of Gen. Dickson marks 
the second interference of the state ad- 
ministration with the affairs of the 
militia organization. The first camé 
last March when Maj. Gen. Joseph B. 
Sanborn, the hero of Chipilly Ridge, 
was removed from the command of the 
state troops and placed on the retired 
wes to make way for Maj.

First Named by Deneen. 

Until the present administration the 
post of adjutant general was not con- 
sidered a political office.

Deneen in January, 1910, to 
succeed Gen. Thomas W. Scott, who 
had died. He continued to serve 
throughout the Democratic administra- 
tion of Gov. Dunne. 

No change in the office was made by 
Gov. Lowden, and it was not until the 
indictment of Gov. Small last summer 
that rumors of friction between the 
adjutant general and the governor 
were prevalent. 

At the time Col. Black went to 


Springfield reported he

time both by Gen. Dickson and Gov. 
Small. 
His Resignation Demanded.

First Arrests Are Near. |

light that flows from newspaper pages. 

And the police are not overlooking 
the blackmail angle of this remarkable 
tragedy. 

Since the rake of the law. has begufli 


the strange past that Taylor so tnscru- 
tably kept from his associates and 
friends, unsavory bits of wreckage and 
muck from the veiled career are com 
ing to light. 

Blackmail a Plausible Motive. 

Did the muffled shot that neighbor 
heard last Wednesday night write a 
final period to a long series of extor+ 
tions, perpetrated by some one familiar 
with the decidedly unpleasant features 
of the Rctim's life? 

The authorities are disposed to con 
sider two theories as containing the 
kernel of the mystery. These are: 

Taylor was killed to stop his attene 
tions to some one of the women whose 
preference for his society infuriated 
the murderer; or 

He was killed because he refused 
longer to be blackmailed by some man 
or woman.

FARMERS’ TROUBLES. 


Eugene Meyer Jr., director of the War Finance 
corporation, reviewing for the Survey the recent 
work of that agency in meeting the agricultural 
‘credit emergency, thus summarizes the needs of 
the farming industry: | 

“As a merchant nation we must study the chang: 
ing conditions and adjust our merchandizing and 
financing operations to them. We must recognize 
the necessity of selling our agriculttiral products 
more gradually than we did in former years and 
the corresponding necessity of carrying our com- 
modities for a longer period of marketing. We 
need the machinery that will make possible a twelve 
months’ marketing of our annual] production. If 
‘we provide financing for the gradual marketing 
of our commadities we will be doing only what 
any sensible merchant would do in handling his 
business. 


‘ica, I am convinced, are going to have more to 
say in the future than they had in the past about 
the marketing of their products. They will not be 
satisfied always to market thei™products in a lump 
at harvest time, to be held by others until the 
consumer is ready to buy. They are going to be 
more and more interested in the marketing ma- 
chinery; they are going to pay more attention to 
the financial side of that marketing. 

“If it can be made possible for the producer, 
under normal conditions, to market his products 
gradually there will be many advantages. The 
producer will not be compelled to sell his crop at 
a particular time without regard to the consuming

To maintain his body fluids in some 
‘sort of kinship to sea water he has the 
services of two ductiess glands—the pitui- 
tary and the thyroid. | 3 
Out of the great cepfusion of ideas as 
to the reason for goiter one truth seems 
to be emerging. That is, that the body 
needs a certain amount of iodine; that it 
is the function of the thyroid to supply 
| that need, and that many of the thyruld 
disorders seem to be due to difficulties 
encountered ty the thyroid in supplying 
the needed quantity of this chemical. 
Such observations as this-are pertinent. 
The thyroid, on the average, among sup- 
posed normals ig almost twice as large

The licks, springs, and wells in deep 
valleys are much more Iiable to contain 
iodine than are those in higher ground. 

The great sources of salt supply in this 
country contain no iodine, Even the 
salt made in California from sea water 
contains: no lodine, since that salt is 
driven off in process of manufacture. 

People who live largely on sea food 
get all the iodine they need, as a rule, 
from this food. It is even supposed that 
sea air contains some iodine, and that 
that accounts for some of “ health giv- 
ing power. aes 

Dr. Hayhurst asks this question: 
“Since the people who live inland and 
who eat Salt from ordinary sources have 
no adequtate fodine supply, and since 
iodine is so necessary for welfare, should 
we not use sterilized sea water. as a con 
diment instead of ordinary salt?”

The Consolidated Stock Exchange of New York is a very old institution. Disciplinary vba’ 
tions are ample to control the conduct of the members in their transactions. The Consolidated 
Stock Exchange of New York has not contented itself with a negative attitude toward bucket 
shops and bucket shopping; through. its counsel, as long ago as 1909, this exchange drafted an 
anti-bucket shop bill and condueted a long and bitter fight to procure the enactment of this 
law. The bill was enacted in New York state as chapter 458, laws of 1909, and was subse- 
quently used as a model for similar legislation in other states. 


Following the report of the Committee appointed by Governor Hughes to investigate trading and 
investing conditions, our counsel drew bills to accomplish the reforms recommended by this Com- 
mittee and submitted them to the Governor of the State of New York to secure his aid for wae 
passage.

Boll up and take from stove, then 
sift into it a cup of flour, which shold.

sky. 


Betelgeux is the Jargest known star 
in the heavens. There doubtless are 
others that are larger, but we can 
only guess their sizes. We know 
the size of Betelgeux. He is 300 million 
miles in diameter. If we had him for 
a sun and the earth should keep the 
same distance from his center it now 
keeps from the center of the sun, we 
should be #uried 60 million miles be- 
neath his surface, and our neighbor 
planet, Mars, would just skim his sur- 
face. If flames on Betdlgeux bear 
the same relation to his size that 
solar flames do to the sun, the merest 
ripples on his fiery surface would be 
greater than the earth’s diameter. 


The star at the top of the constel- 
lation, called Lambda Orionis, is the 
hottest sun yet recorded. It has a 
temperature of 12,000 degrees. All 
life is contained within the range of 
temperature measured by freezing and 
boiling water, but on the thermometer 
of the stars the range of life is the 
merest microscopic speck. A variation 
of half a dozen degrees means sick- 
ness or health to human beings, but 
there are many stars that vary their 
temperatures capriciously through through 


tangs ab froesing air to 
~~ boiling point of tron. 

On earth we know little of great 
heats. Our fires are only a thousand 
degrees or so hot; even the sun has 
only about 6,000 degrees, deep in its 
interior, but the surface fires of 
Lambda Orionis are twice as hot as 
any flame the sun can show. 


Matter in its most chaotic state 
appears in Orion. We rind it in the 
great nebula. The highest parts of 
the nebula can be seen with the naked 
eye, like a patch of starry fog in the 
sword hilt. Its size is so great that 
our imagination is staggered. Stars 
the size of our sun, or larger, are 


the stars are seen, a part of it being 
born out of its parent dust. 


Near Orion is the brightest star in 
the sky, Sirius, the Dog star. Sirtus 
is not such a large star,:as stars go, be- 
ing perhaps ten times the bulk of the 
sun,) but it is one of the nearest to the 
earth, being the comparative short dis- 
tance of 8.6 light years away. This 
means that the light by which we see 
Sirius tonight began its journey about 
July or August, 1914, at about the 
time the world war opened, and has 
been on its way ever since. 

The bright stars prefer the milky 
way. Three-fourths of all the big stars

The letters also indicate that farm- 
ers are looking far beyond the field 
of production, and are becoming vitally 
interested in the price paid for farm 
products by their customer, Mr. Con-

The dealer weighs and tests it for but- 
ter fat without the farmer’s knowledge 
as to the accuracy of the figures. He 
does not see it weighed or tested. In 
turn, the dealer sells it and demands a 
certain price for it, and it is sold on 
the basis of 3 per cent butter fat. 
At present we are receiving $2 per 
hundred for 3.5 milk, but many times

who is a manufacturer of malted 
products, has never reduced the price 
on his products. As to the milk deal- 
er, milk is selling here for 9 cents a 
quart for 3 per cent milk, while the 
farmer receives a little less than 4 
cents a quart for 3.5 milk and a great 
many times the test is less. 


Fear Sherman Law. 


When the farmers desired to organ- 
ize, they were told that if they did so 
they would violate. the Sherman law. 
The milk dealers here have one price 
for milk. The Sherman law doesn’t 
seem to affect them. 

A meeting was held near here yeq 
terday for the purpose of solving this 
question. A great many farmers stat- 
ed they ought to supply milk to the 


children in the schools in order to cre- _ 


ate a demand for it. The remark was 
also passed that the farmer who ate 
oleomargarine ought to be black- 
balled. 

If there be a demand for milk great- 


er than there is at present, the dealer

We have sold quite a little veal at 11 
cents a pound dressed, and I know 
of one farmer who sold a calf for 7% 
cents a pound alive, gnd then just to 
satisfy himself he phoned the butcher, 
asking how much he wished for a. veal 
roast from this particular farmer’s 
calf. The butcher did not know it was 
_the same farmer calling. He was told 
40 cents per pound would buy it. 


Farmers’ War Profits. 


Now, then, farmers all know it is 
hard to get rid of calves now. It would 
be just as foolish to endeavor to cre- 
ate a demand for calves by advising 
the farmer to sel his calves at 7% 
cents and buy them back at 40 cents 
in order to create a demand for veal, 
and I can see no difference in the 
milk and butter question. 

During the war this farmer received 
somewhat higher prices for his prod- 
ucts, but statistics gathered by the 
United States government, which I 
picked up a while ago, show that the 
largest profit made by any farmer 
during this high ‘priced era was 7 per

two systems by which farmers have 
made money. One was speculation on 
cabbage—and a lot of farmers have 
lost all they had made on cabbage 
speculation—the other was through in- 
creased valuation in farm lands. 

I can see only one remedy. The 
farmers should have an organization } 
and demand a fair/price for their prod- 
ucts. However, my experience has 
been that they will never organize 
properly. 

For instance, during one of the meet- 
ings held here one farmer made the 
statement that the farmer should re- 
ceive at least half the price for which 
milk was selling in the city, and 
asked something like $3.60 a hundred 
based on 3.5 milk. Several farmers ob- 
jected, stating that if this was done 
the farmers would be robbing the ba- 
bies’ mouths, or some such remark. 
This argument, although nothing but 
tommyrot, is a good one for the dealer. 


Should Demand Fair Price. 


If the farmers could bé organized 
properly and not controlled by the 
dealers, as is the case with some asso- 
ciations that I know of now, and de- 
mand a fair price for all of their prod- 
ucts—and I believe half of the resale 
price a fair basis—then, and then only, 
will he get his just rewards. 

When this is done business in gen- 
eral will pick up because the farmer 
with money is a goed spender. At the 
present time he has none. No argu- 
ment is needed on this subject One 
need only glance at the balauce sheets 
of the agricultural implement manufac- 
turers to find the answer. But with 
the so-called “ boneheads ” among the 
farmers, and the fear of a misunder- 
stood law put into the form of a bluff 
by the dealers, I’m afraid it will be a 
long time before the farmers wil] get 
on their feet. President Harding rfiade 
the remark that the farmer must heip 
himself, and I believe he is right.

This condition may be adjusted some- 
what within a few months by increased 
prices for our products or a revision 
downward of prices of commodities we 
are compelled to use or buy, for eco- 
nomic necessity demande the one or the 
other, preferably a little of both. | 

The most important feature before 
the farmers now is one of organiza- 
tion in a body that will centralize their 
interests and lend a steadying infiu- 
ence to agriculture. The American 
Farm Boareau féderation hus become a 
forceful national organization, but it 
needs greater support from a still 
greater number of farmers. It iss dig- 
nified body, asking for no special priv- 
jleges that will be detrimental to the 
state or any class of citizens, for every 
farmer realize» that his prosperity de- 
pends altogether on the prosperity of 
the country as @ whole, and vice versa. 

Cat Corn 

Farmers have been criticized for sug- 
gesting such a thing as reduced corn 
acreage, but hasn’t every indusicrial 
concern cut down its working force 
and wages, reduced its output to meet 
a shorter demand, and tried to adjust 
itself to new conditions? I hope it is 
not criminal for farmers to follow suit. 

It is thy honest opinion that many 
farmers are going to redyce their corn 
acreage this coming year, because the 
country is saturated with corn of two 
seasons and present values do not jus 
tify their loading heavily with corn 
an already overloaded country. For- 
eign trade may absorb a part of our 
surplus’ within: eighteen months; a 
short crop the coming year may re- 
store or add strength to the market; 
though this may come, if tt comes af 
all, too late to help many farmers, es- 
pecially tenant farmers. Those finan- 
cially able to hold most of their pres- 
ent crop may help to save the men 
who must market in a short time by 
not glutting the market. | 

Interest Rate Too High. 

Low grain prices have brought about 
hand to mouth éxistence among farm- 
ers; they sell as little as necessary and 
do without many things they want and

would buy under the stimulus of prices 
that would at least meet cost of pro- 
duction. Higher grain, prices would 


move large quantities of grain and 


greatly improve the buying power of 
the farmer, 

“Ruy it now” campaigns have little 
interest .to the farmer, because they 
do not mean anything to him when he 
has no reservé with which to purchase, 
and such campaigns will fall flat uritil 
he has the money in the bank. Neith- 
er does the farmer want credit to buy 


things he uses; he doesn’t desire credit | 


to hold his crops so badly as many are 
led to believe, but what he does want 
is better prices for what he has to sell 
as well as more stable prices throug 
out the year. 

“Money is getting easier, farmers 
can borrow now if they have good se- 
curity,” we are told, but interest rates 
are not encouraging. Some men are 
privately loaning money to needy farm- 
ers at less than the banks charge. 
Bank rates are nearly the same as 
they were when corn was worth five 
times as much as it is now. LoWer 
interest rates would be a great help 
to farmers. 


Many farmers feel that the men who | 


retail their products have been getting 
an undue share of profits; they also 
believe that there issan excess of re- 
tail business. Many are developing 
plans by which they can market such 
produce as eggs, butter, cheese, and 
meats direct to the sumer from the 
farm, using newspa r advertising to 
find and maintain their market. 


Markets Too Variable. 


More farmers would feed and raise 
live stock if they were assured of 


more stable market prices. It is ridic-/- 


ulous to think there should be a fluc- 
tuation of a dollar a htiindred pounds 
in the price of live stock in one week's 
time when the general supply does 
not justify such variation. When a 
farmer leaves his home with a carload 
of cattle, hogs, or sheep, he has no 
assurance what condition he will find 
the market in py the time he reaches 
it one or two days later. Markets

Another need is for improved grades, 
better bred live stock. It is evident 
that a greater profit can be derived 
from the use of improved quality in 
all our live stock. This fact is ob- 
served in our markets, where the 
-ehoicer quality of animals sells at a 
premium. Speculative values have 
largely ‘been removed, from the pure 
bred stock business now, and the in- 
centive to invest in many of the bet- 
ter grade animals should grow until 
the live stock on every farm has been 
improved to a marked degree by the 
infusion of better blood. 

If the business of this country is re- 
tarded or halted because of the reduced 
buying power of the farmer, then it 
is evident it will not be restored until 
the buying power of the farmer is im- 
proved. There is readjustment going 
on in the farming field that will inev- 
itably result in advantages. to the 
farmer, but how long it will be before 
better times arive is problematical. 

The American Farm Bureau federa- 
tion has at its head men who are en- 
tirely capable of helping to work out 
our problems in a manner that should 
benefit the entire country, but this 
farm bureau federation needs behind it 
every recruit whose aims and interests 
are centered in agriculture.
